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DETAILED ACTION 
Sequence Listing 

1. Sequence listing indicates residue 109 of SEQ ID NO:l is a hydrophobic amino acid 
residue, however, the general formula of SEQ ID NO:l (page 18, line 18 of the specification; 
claim 1) indicates the residue is hydrophilic (CC (Zhydrophiiic) (Q 5 E, H)). Appropriate correction 
is required. If sequence listing needs to be corrected, applicants must comply with the 
requirements of the sequence rules (37 CFR 1.821-1.825) and provide the required documents. 

Claim Objections 

2. Claims 1 and 3 are objected to because the claim cites amino acid sequences, however, 
no "SEQ ID NO:" is given. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 
The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the subject 
matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claims 1-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

4. Claims 1-7 are indefinite because of the use of the term "and/or". The term "and/or" 
renders the claim indefinite, it is unclear whether the limitation after "and/or" is included or not, 
and if included is to be read as an alternative "or" or the conjunctive "and". Use either "or" or 
"and" not both. Claim 1 is also indefinite because the claim cites "(LIVM)" in the sequence, it 
is not clear whether the sequence has one amino acid residue at this position with a preferential 
order "(L, I, V, M)" or the sequence contains LIVM subsequence. Claims 2-7 are included in 
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this rejection for being dependent on a rejected claim and not correcting the deficiency of the 
claim from which they depend. 



The term "to treat disorders of an immunological system" renders the 
claim indefinite, it is unclear what disorders of an immunological system are intended.
